This brochure has been prepared by the 
Education Support Programs Branch, Depart- 
ment of the Secretary of State, to assist Cana- 
dians seeking financial aid for post-secondary 
studies. 

In Canada, financial aid for education, 
training and research is available from the 
Government of Canada, the provincial govern- 
ments, and private sources. This brochure 
indicates the major federal government pro- 
grams available to qualifying Canadian citizens 
and permanent residents, for post-secondary 
studies. Some awards are for specific fields of 
interest and are tenable only in Canada, while 
others are broader in application and are 
tenable in Canada or abroad. It is left to the 
individual applicant to investigate all sources 
and to verify eligibility criteria and application 
deadline dates. 

Information given under each program 
listed in this brochure includes the level of 
study, general information about eligibility, 
entitlement and portability and an address to 
contact for further information. Most amounts 
mentioned in the brochure are applicable to 
the 1980-81 program year.

CIDA Scholarship Program for Canadians 
(Postgraduate) 

The objective of this program is to assist 
individuals wishing to pursue a career in the 
field of international development or coopera- 
tion. 

Eligibility 

Must be a Canadian citizen who has com- 

pleted a post-secondary program of stud- 

ies (degree or diploma) and intends to 
pursue an active career in international 


development work (Ph.D. students are not 
eligible). 


Each applicant must develop a program of 


academic studies combined with fieldwork 
in one or more developing countries or a 

research project undertaken principally in 
one or more developing countries. 


Entitlement 
Up to $11,500 per annum to cover living 
expenses, project related travel, research 
costs, books and tuition fees. The pro- 
gress of the applicant is evaluated, and 
generally the award is renewed for a 
second year. 


Portability 
Canadian universities. Highly specialized 
courses not offered in Canada may be 
taken abroad.

Employment and 
Immigration Canada 


Canada Manpower Training Program 
(CMTP) 
(College and Vocational) 

Under this program, the Canada Employ- 
ment and Immigration Commission, in close 
co-operation with provincial authorities, offers 
employment-oriented courses to adults who 
need this kind of assistance to enhance their 
employability and/or earning capacity. An 
additional purpose of the program is to help 
satisfy the needs of industry for suitably skilled 
workers. 

Eligibility 

Trainees must be adults (at least one year 

beyond school leaving age). Selection is 

made on the basis of current qualifica- 
tions, aptitudes, interests, and occupa- 

tional goals. Courses cannot exceed 52 

weeks in duration and must not be de- 

signed for university credit. 


Entitlement 
Most trainees attending full-time CMTP 
courses qualify for either UI benefits or 
training allowances for the duration of 
training. 


Portability 
Most CMTP courses are given at public 
colleges and schools in Canada. In some 
areas, courses are also purchased from 
private institutions.

Fitness and Amateur Sport 


Athlete Assistance Program 
(Undergraduate and Postgraduate) 

The purpose of this program is to facili- 
tate the achievement of athletic excellence by 
providing basic financial assistance to carded 
athletes so that they may pursue their athletic 
and academic or work careers. 

Eligibility 

Must be a Canadian citizen or permanent 

resident. 


Only students recommended by the 
national sports governing bodies that meet 
the selection criteria established by Sport 
Canada will be considered. 


Entitlement 
For full-time university or college students 
living away from home, tuition fees, a 
living and training allowance (to cover 
basic accommodation and food) will be 
provided. 


On a request basis, special needs may be 
paid for on behalf of the student.

Health and Welfare Canada 


M.Sc. and Ph.D. Fellowships 
(Postgraduate) 


These fellowships are offered on a com- 
petitive basis by the National Health Research 
and Development Program, sponsored and ad- 
ministered by Health and Welfare Canada. 
The purpose is to provide support for highly 
qualified graduate students who are under- 
taking full-time training leading to an M.Sc. 
(or equivalent) or Ph.D. (or equivalent) degree 
in research fields closely related to health care 
or public health, such as health economics, 
medical sociology, epidemiology, biostatistics 
and biomedical engineering, but excluding 
basic biomedical and clinical sciences. 
Eligibility 

Must be a Canadian citizen or permanent 

resident. 


Candidates must have high academic 
standing, show potential ability in 
research and make a commitment to 
engage in research in Canada upon com- 
pletion of training. 


Applicants must hold an Honors Bache- 
lor’s degree (or equivalent), but may apply 
if they are about to receive their degree; 
or they must hold a professional degree 
(eo... Vi.D:) D.Dis:, BISc.Ni oBaskoaln:, 
B.P.T., etc.); or they must already be 
enrolled full-time in a Master’s or Ph.D. 
program. 


Entitlement 
Basic stipends from $6,792 to $16,289 per 
annum, depending on qualifications and 
the level of study; 


An annual $1,600 composite research and 
travel allowance; 


Reimbursement for tuition fees in excess 
of $1,000. 


These fellowships are tenable for 
12-month periods and may be renewed up 
to a maximum of four years, depending 
on the level of study. 


Portability

tions, or in cases where adequate training 
and supervision are not available in 
Canada, studies may be pursued abroad.

Postdoctoral Fellowships 
(Post-Doctorate) 

These fellowships are offered on a com- 
petitive basis for a non-renewable period of 
two years, to provide support for highly quali- 
fied candidates who have recently completed 
their formal research training and wish to 
acquire further experience in an established 
health research setting. 


Eligibility 
Must be a Canadian citizen or permanent 
resident. 


Applicants must hold a Ph.D. (or equiva- 
lent research doctorate degree); or must 
hold an M.D./D.D.S./D.V.M. plus a re- 
search degree in an appropriate health 
field (min. M.Sc. or equivalent); and must 
be prepared to acquire supervised expe- 
rience in health research (excluding the 
basic biomedical and clinical sciences) in a 
setting other than that where their Ph.D. 
or previous research qualifications were 
earned. 


Entitlement 
Basic stipends from $15,229 to $18,432 
per annum, depending on qualifications. 


A $1,850 annual composite research and 
travel allowance.

Short-Term Studentships 
(Undergraduate and Postgraduate) 

These studentships are offered to support 
outstanding undergraduate and graduate 
students and, in special circumstances, post- 
graduate and post-doctoral students, to gain 
research training or research experience in the 
health field (excluding basic biomedical and 
clinical sciences), for a period not to exceed six 
months. Applications may be submitted at any 
time but approval is contingent on the avail- 
ability of funds. 


Eligibility 
Must be a Canadian citizen or permanent 
resident. 


Applicants must have completed at least 
two years of study towards an Honors 
Bachelor’s degree (or equivalent) in a field 
closely related to some aspect of health 
care or have completed the first year of 
study in a school of medicine or dentistry, 
ranking in the top 20 per cent of their 
class. 


Entitlement 
Stipends range from $585 to $1,045 per 
month, depending on the level of study 
and degrees held. 


Portability 
Canadian universities and affiliated 
research institutions.

Indian and Northern Affairs 


Post-Secondary Education Assistance 
Program for Canadian Indians and Inuit 
(Undergraduate) 

This program is sponsored by the Depart- 
ment of Indian and Northern Affairs and ad- 
ministered by that department and in some 
cases by specific Indian bands. The program 
makes post-secondary education more acces- 
sible and improves employability of registered 
Canadian Indians and Inuit. An additional 
purpose is to provide qualified Indian and 
Inuit human resources to help meet the mana- 
gerial and professional needs of Indian and 
Inuit communities. 


Eligibility 


Must be a registered Canadian Indian or 
Inuit resident of Canada. 

Must be accepted for registration by a 
recognized Canadian university, college or 
CEGEP. 


Entitlement 
The cost of books, tuition fees, and 
general living expenses will be provided 
for the period the student is attending a 
post-secondary institution. 


Portability 
Canadian universities, colleges and 
CEGEPs, and abroad for courses not 
offered in Canada.

Commerce 


Design Canada Scholarships 
(Postgraduate) 

To attain the objectives of the National 
Design Council and Design Canada to achieve 
a greater Canadian product design capability, 
the council and the Department of Industry, 
Trade and Commerce offer scholarships for 
advanced study. The program has the objective 
of improving Canadian capability in product 
design and related areas of engineering, busi- 
ness and education (teaching) and to improve 
the competitive position of Canadian products 
in domestic and world markets. 

Eligibility 

Must be a Canadian citizen, or a perma- 

nent resident who has resided in Canada 

for over one year and who intends to con- 
tinue working in Canada upon completion 
of his/her studies. 


Must be a recent graduate from a relevant 
and recognized post-secondary design 
program, or have significant professional 
design experience and be currently or 
recently practicing design or be a member 
of a recognized professional design organ- 
ization. 


Scholarships must be used for graduate 
studies in industrial design, product 
design, furniture design, textile design, 
graphic design, business, engineering, or 
education (teaching). Applicants with de- 
grees in engineering, business, architecture 
or interior design may only study indus- 
trial design. 


Entitlement 
Students supply an estimate of their anti- 
cipated expenses: tuition, materials, living 
and travel expenses. Scholarships are 
awarded according to expenses to a 
maximum of $13,000 per student per year. 


Scholarships are twice renewable. 


Portability 
Accredited post-secondary institutions 
inside and outside Canada.

Research Trainees Paid from Medical 
Research Council Grants 
(Postgraduate) 

Grants-in-aid of research are made by the 
Medical Research Council to individuals 
holding academic appointments in Canadian 
schools of medicine, dentistry, nursing, 
optometry or pharmacy. These grants are 
designed to assist in defraying the direct costs 
of research — materials and supplies, assist- 
ants, equipment, etc. Assistants are either tech- 
nicians, non-professionals or students engaged 
in research training. 

Eligibility 

Graduate students may receive stipends 

during the first four years of research 

training. They must be registered as full- 
time students for an M.Sc. or Ph.D. 
degree and be Canadian citizens or per- 
manent residents. 

Those with Ph.D. degrees may receive 

stipends only during the first three years 

following receipt of the Ph.D. degree. 

Those with professional degrees (M.D., 

D.D.S., D.V.M.) may receive stipends 

only during the first four years following 

receipt of the professional degree. 


Entitlements (effective July 1981) 
Graduate students — $7,300 per annum. 
Those with Ph.D. — $14,100 in the first 


year following receipt of Ph.D., $15,100 
in the second and $16,100 in the third. 


Those with professional degrees — 
$15,700 in the year following receipt of 
degree, rising by $1,200 each year to a 
maximum of $24,000.

Centennial Fellowships 


(Postgraduate) 


Centennial fellowships for full-time train- 
ing in research in the health sciences are of- 
fered by the Medical Research Council to a 
limited number of young men and women of 
special academic distinction who wish to 
broaden their fields of interest and thus equip 
themselves for independent work in clinical 
investigation or interdisciplinary research. 


Eligibility 
Must be a Canadian citizen or permanent 
resident and must be engaged full-time in 
research. 


Must hold: 

e an M.D., D.D.S., or D.V.M. degree 
and have four years of postgraduate 
experience, have completed one year of 
clinical or research work, and be working 
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toward a Ph.D. or 
e a Ph.D. degree and have at least two 
years of post-doctoral research experience. 


Entitlement (effective July 1981) 
Holders of: Mi: D.D:S:..0m DV NE 
degrees (with or without a Ph.D.) receive 
a stipend of $28,500 per annum. 


Holders of a Ph.D. degree (without an 
MDs D.D:S3 or D.V:Madegree) receive 
a stipend of $23,500 per annum. 


In addition to the stipend, awardees may 
receive one-way economy air fares from 
home to the school, and travel to one 
scientific meeting per year. 


Centennial Fellowships may be awarded 
for up to three years.

A limited number of fellowships are 
offered to highly qualified candidates by the 
Medical Research Council for full-time training 
in research in the health sciences. 


Eligibility 
Must hold an M.D., D.D.S., D.V.M., or 
Phi Dedegrec: 


Must be engaged in full-time research 
training in the health sciences. 


Entitlement (effective July 1981) 
Holders of M.D., D.D.S., or D.V.M. 
degrees receive a stipend of $17,000 to 
$27,500 per year depending on their post- 
graduate academic experience. 


Holders of a Ph.D. degree without an 
M.D., D.D.S., or D.V.M. degree receive 
$17,000 to $19,400 depending on their 
experience. 


Fellowships are renewable for three to five 
years depending on level of study.

National Defence 


1. The following subsidized university 
plans are available to civilian candidates who 
wish to enrol in the Canadian Forces: 


e¢ Regular Officer Training Plan (ROTP) 
(Undergraduate) 

This program is sponsored and adminis- 
tered by the Department of National Defence 
for the purpose of developing selected civilian 
candidates for service as career officers in the 
regular force. 

Eligibility 

Must be a Canadian citizen between 16 

and 21, single, meet established medical 

standards, pass an entrance test and meet 
the admission requirements of a Canadian 

Military College (CMC) or a civil univer- 

sity. 


Entitlement 

Up to five years at approximately $480 per 
month. Tuition and other compulsory fees 
as well as books and instruments are paid 
by the Canadian Forces. In return, a grad- 
uate of the plan must serve for four years, 
except pilots and navigators who must 
serve five years, following graduation. 


Portability 
Canadian Military Colleges and Canadian

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e Dental Officer Training Plan (DOTP) 
(Undergraduate) 

This plan is administered by the depart- 
ment to educate and train civilian candidates 
for service as dental officers in the Canadian 
Forces.

Must be a Canadian citizen, at least 17 

years of age and be accepted in any of the 

last four years of a course in dentistry at a 

Canadian university. Must meet estab- 

lished medical standards. 


Entitlement 
Up to four years at approximately $750 
per month. Tuition, etc., paid by the 
Canadian Forces. In return, a graduate 
will normally serve for four years. 


Portability 
Canadian civilian universities only.

¢ Medical Officer Training Plan (MOTP) 
(Undergraduate) 


This program subsidizes medical training 
to provide doctors to serve in the Canadian 
Forces. 


Eligibility 
Must be a Canadian citizen, at least 17 
years of age and be accepted in any of the 
last three years of medicine at a Canadian 
university or in the internship year, and 
must meet medical standards. 


Entitlement 
Up to three years at approximately $750 
per month and one year (internship) at 
approximately $1,240 per month. Tuition, 
etc., paid by the Canadian Forces. In 
return, a graduate must serve for three 
years after obtaining a licence to practice. 


Portability 
Canadian civilian universities only.

‘2. The following subsidized university 
education plans are available to serving 
members of the Canadian Forces. 


¢ University Training Plan — Men 
(UTPM) 
(Undergraduate) 

This program’s purpose is to provide 
selected serving members, other than commis- 
sioned officers, with post-secondary education 
to the baccalaureate level. 


Eligibility 
Must be serving in the rank of corporal or 
higher, be under the age of 30 (under 25 
for Sea, Land and Air Operations classi- 
fications), meet established medical stand- 
ards, etc., as for the Regular Officer 
Training Plan. 


Entitlement 
Up to five years at approximately $1,450 
per month based on the pay of a corporal 
with two years in rank. Tuition, etc., paid 
by the Canadian Forces. In return, a 
graduate of the plan must continue to 
serve for five years following graduation. 


Portability 
Canadian military colleges or Canadian 
universities only.

e University Training Plan — Officers 
(UTPO) 


(Undergraduate) 

The objective of this program is to 
provide officers currently serving in the Cana- 
dian Armed Forces (Regular) with post- 
secondary education to the baccalaureate level. 


Eligibility 15 


Must be an officer below the rank of 
Lieutenant Colonel able to obtain a bacca- 
laureate degree in two years or less, have 
served at least three years, have sufficient 
time remaining to serve obligatory service 
after graduation. Must not be serving a 
period of obligatory service and must 
meet medical standards and admission 
requirements at a Canadian military 
college or civilian university. 


Entitlement 
Up to two years at approximately $2,245 
per month based on the pay of a captain 
with five years in rank. Tuition, etc., paid 
by Canadian Forces. In return, a graduate 
must serve following graduation two years 
for each year subsidized. 


Portability 
Canadian military colleges or Canadian 
universities.

e Military Dental Training Plan (MDTP) 
e Military Medical Training Plan (MMTP) 
e Military Legal Training Plan (MLTP) 
The purpose of these plans is to provide 
dental, medical and legal officers for the Cana- 


dian Armed Forces from the ranks of officers 
currently in the Canadian Forces (Regular). 


Eligibility 
Must be an officer not higher in rank than 
a captain who has served at least three 
years, be under 30 years of age and ina 
classification other than Dental, Medical 
or Legal. Must have sufficient time re- 
maining to serve obligatory service. Must 
not be serving a period of obligatory 
service and must meet medical standards 
and admission requirements at a civilian 
university. 


Entitlement 
Maximum of five years at approximately 
$2,245 per month based on the pay of a 
captain with five years in rank. Tuition, 
etc., paid by the Canadian Forces. In 
return, a graduate must serve following 
graduation two years for each year of 
subsidization.

¢ Post-Graduate Training Programs 
(PGTP) 

This program is administered by the 
Department of National Defence to provide 
officers serving in the Canadian Armed Forces 
(Regular) with post-graduate education to meet 
service requirements. 


Eligibility 
Must be an officer who has served at least 
three years and must have sufficient time 
remaining to serve obligatory service. 
Must have a good academic background 
and meet the admission standards at a 
Canadian military college or civilian uni- 
versity. 


Entitlement 
Normally one to two years depending on 
degree sought at approximately $2,245 per 
month based on the salary of a captain 
with five years in rank. Tuition, etc., paid 
by the Canadian Forces except for those 
on scholarship. In return, a graduate must 
serve three to five years following gradu- 
ation depending on course taken. 


Portability

military institute or a Canadian or foreign 
civilian university.

Postgraduate Scholarships 
(Postgraduate) 

These scholarships are sponsored and 
administered by the Natural Sciences and 
Engineering Research Council to assist stu- 
dents pursuing graduate studies and research 
leading to advanced degrees in astronomy, 
biology, chemistry, computing and informa- 
tion science, physics, mathematics, engineer- 
ing, psychology, earth sciences, marine science, 
space research and multidisciplinary (e.g., for- 
estry, kinesiology, food science, agriculture). 
Eligibility 

Must be a Canadian citizen or permanent 

resident. 

Must be enrolled in post-graduate studies 

in Canada. Renewals of scholarships for 

each of the second, third and fourth years 
are approved on the basis of satisfactory 
progress. 


Entitlement 
$8,500 per 12-month period, plus a travel 
grant. 


Portability

1967 Science Scholarships 
(Postgraduate) 

This program is to assist outstanding 
students currently enrolled in the final year of 
an honors course in science or engineering to 
work toward a doctorate in one of these two 
fields. A maximum of 50 awards are available. 
Eligibility 

Must be a Canadian citizen who meets the 

following academic qualifications: 


— is enrolled in the final year of an 
honors course in science or engi- 
neering; 

— has obtained first-class academic rec- 
ords throughout undergraduate studies; 


— is interested in working toward a doc- 
torate in a field of science or engi- 
neering.

Official Language Monitor Program 
(Undergraduate) 

This program is funded by the Depart- 
ment of the Secretary of State and adminis- 
tered by the provincial departments respon- 
sible for education in conjunction with the 
Council of Ministers of Education, to promote 
the learning and use of the official languages 
through the exchange of students who act as 
official language monitors.
